BY TAX PAYERS’ ASSOCIATION OF CALIFORNIA. 


While the counties of California ac­ 
counted in the aggregate for the re­ 
ceipts of $1,212,966.34 for trust funds 
and accounts in the fiscal year 1916, 
this form of receipts is not really a 
factor in general 
county 
revenuer. 
Money is paid in for 
specific 
trust 
purposes, and is paid out accordingly. 
Once in a while, through carelessness 
or bad financing, officials 
use 
tru st 
fundis for other than their Intended 
purposes, and then trouble ensues; 
but such cases, of course, are excep­ 
tional. 
Among the ordinary trust funds are 


the public adm inistrator’s fund, into 
which is paid money for the estates 
of deceased persons; the fund out of 
which are repaid amounts in taxes 
which have been overpaid 
or 
paid 
twice; bail deposit funds; funds for 
the guarantee of court costs, and the 
like. 
By reason of the fact that such 
'funds are mainly of a “bookkeeping” 
nature, they will not be segregated 
here, only the total amount handled 
being stated, as follows: 
Orange County—Receipts for trust 
funds, $82,925.46. Per capita. $1,587.
